The Ukmil. a Uikbar, of the 7th of October, notices the fol- 
lowing :=«‘* A. corvespondent writes that the Government has 
requested the opinion of the Nawab Nazim of Bengal, concern- 
ing some jewelry of great value. The Nawab, through 
the Governor-General’s Agent at Moorshedabad, stated: that 
from his infaney all his jewels’ had beem: in possession of. his’ 
mother, the Nawab Rahees-ool-Nissa Begum Sahiba. On thig 
the Begum got a demand for them. That up to the time of the 
Nawab’s minority, the jewels were in his (her?) possession, but as 
s00n as the Nawab became of age, they, the jewels, : were made 
over to a certain person, and the receipt for them was being senf 
upto Government, In this way generally disgrace falls on the 
Nawab, through the advice of others, It isa shameful thing for 
the Chief and is against the rules of the State ; : but for a long 
time the jewelry of the State has been under the Nazir Sai- 
dee ‘Daraballi’ Khan, The enquiry made by Government ha g 
been discovered, and a rumour is rife. to the effect that some 
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jewelry in charge of Syud Mahomed: Allee Khan, alias Ameer 
Sahib, son’ of the Nawab Azim (Nazim?) will be sent into 
the city of Benares for sale. Perhaps this has become known 
to Government, and hence the enquiry. The Begum Rahees- 
ool-Nissa petitioned the Government for some years, but had 
been regularly refused ; and she has been asked if any other 
Begum of her family, after having ruined the State, has wished 
to proceed on a pilgrimage. For this, too, the Begum again 
petitioned the Lieutenant-Governor, &¢,, &c. This is the result 
of deception practised by Nawab Nazir Syud Ilmas Allee Khan, 
who is an African eunuch, ry very anxious to go on a pil- 
grimage to the Mecca shrine.” 


The Nujm-ool Ukhbar, of the 7th of October, after noticing 
some educational reports, publishes the following :—‘‘ Good news 
for the Police. Another promotion has fallen to the lot of Hin- 
dosthanees. A Native Inspector of Police has been appointed 
Assistant Superintendent.
